Notice was served on the British people th,vt the long­ 
standing partnership between Churchill and the American 
Chiel Executive was a thing of the past, and that the “ rev­ 
olution’ of the British people was not being viewed with 
alarm from the \\ bite I louse, regardless of repercussions 
Isewhcre in America, 
I he Churchill opposition was greatly weakened. I he 
steady decline in the number of anti Labor Party votes in 
Parliament is one noticeable result. 
This is a situation which has caused well founded 
ineasiruss am ong many Americans. 
“ Entangling alliances’’ between the United States 
md foreign nations are bad enough. But it is far more dis­ 
turbing to see signs of a political partnership between the 
leaders of a radical party in our nation and leaders of an 
equally radical party in another country. 
I he close sympathy between 
the 
Socialists 
of 
England and President 
Truman received much more 
emphatic proof in the announcement of the present loan 
plan. 
About two weeks ago Winston Churchill issued a call 
lor a vote of censure of the Attlee government. I his is one 
of the means by which a British Administration is forced 
into relying on a 
vote of confidence’’ in Parliament. 
I he Attlee government faced the possibility that an 
; unfavorable vote would write an early end to the Socialist 


j egime. I lad he lost, Ins government would have dissolved 


j md the King would have then been required to set up a 
jnew 
administration 
which 
Parliament 
would

iccept'd. 
\\ ho was it who helped Attiee out of this hole? Who

The iron, states borough engineer 
John S. Roberta, Jr., is to be re­ 
moved from lite one well by ae ra­ 
tion, lime treatm ent, sedimentation 
and pressure filtration. 
This one well has not been used 
as yet, lait when placed in opera­ 
tion will add one million gallons of 
waler per day to Bristol’s supply. 
ll Is expected that, weather per­ 
mitting, tills eighth w’oll at the Bath 
road 
area 
will 
be

operation 
sometime in January. 
The wells near Bath Addition are 
near the site of the famous Bath 
Springs which attracted throngs to 
Bristol many decades ago. 
There Is being pumped from the 
Edgely 
springs 
approxim ately

million gallons of water per day at 
present; two millions from the sev­ 
en wells along Bath road; and with 
th*1 additional million in a month or 
so from lite eighth well at Bath 
road the total daily pumpage will 
lie four million gallons per day 
from these sources.
